Toronto, Jan. 4 — (Spooial)— Tho sensa- 
tion of tho day ia Judge Maodougall's report 
in the boodle investigation sent to tbe city 
counoii last night. In whioh he fonnd that 
corruption was proved against John Bailey, 
Edward Hewitt, William M. Hall, John 
Maloney aud John E. Vorral, formerly 
members of the city counoii ; II. A. Everett, 
vice-president of the Toronto atrett railway, 
and J. E Coleman, agent of Mr. Everett. 
VV. A, Boll, of the clerk's dopartnient, 
was found guilty of hacaling money 
naed for bribing the aldormon. Tho 
publicition of to day's report waa 
followed by tho arrest of Maloney and Ver- 
ral. 0:her arroats aro probable. Hewitt, 
Hull and Coleman are fugitives from justice, 
and it ia a matter of doubt whether they 
can bo followed to tho United States and 
extradited. Tho reception of tho report 
was attended by great excitement in civic 
circloa. It is not probable that there will 
bo any further important developments in 
oonneotion with theoaee involvlngthe names 
of persons not yet inipiioated. Tho names 
of James Oowanlook, .C. C. Small and Wil- 
liam Bell, all nsemberaof the oonnoll, against 
whom evidence was directed, are noo in 
eluded in the judge's finding of guilt, and 
their aacB are left to the final jadgment of 
tho people. 

Capt. E. V, Ddniaon, an ofEcor of tho 
Governor-GeiDorttl'j Ijody Guard, died yester- 
day. Ho was in active service during the 
Fenian raid. 

Uavid Thompson, aged 18, farm laborer, 
convicted of outrage on Lydia, aged 9 yeara, 
daughter of Mr. Matthews, a farmer at 
Scarboro, for whom ho worked, was sen- 
tenced to six months Thompaon'a couuh'.-1 
brought out a ahooking state of alTalrs 
about Lydia and her sister Louisa, aged 1,3. 
Tho judge said that if ho ojuld fix the pun- 
ishment in such a case he would mako it 
the mutilation of tho ofTender. Louisa re- 
fused to incriminate Thompson and her 
case went through.

Great lirltiiln ConBiderlnc the Propriety of 
Cumins to tho Itellcf of tho Colony. . 

St. John's, Nfld., Jan. 4. — Resolutions 
favoring tbe appointment of a speoial com- 
mission to investigate tbe affairs of the col- 
ony were preaentod in tho legislature last 
night. The government opposed them and 
refused to take action in the matter. The 
promoters of tho movement will oppoal to 
tho governor and tho British Government di- 
rect. Tho loan from tho liiok of Montreal 
amounts to SlOO.fiOO and la merely a tem- 
porary accommodation. Tho government 
has not yet signed iho bills guaranteeing 
the notes of ths Commerciol and Union 
banks. Some hi uh has occurred in 
tbe negotiations. The British govern- 
ment is reported to be considering 
tho propriety of interfering without 
tbe formality of receiving a request from 
Newfoundland. Such a determination 
would be gladly welcomed by the people 
here.

•id providing that creek and river olaiina in 
tho Yukon distriot shall bo 500 feet in 
length and that tho feo to bo charged for aa 
ontry for a claim shall be §15, buc that ia 
all other respects the provisions of the min- 
ing regulations shall be applicable to that 
distriot.

Eejpardlnsr Secret Societies Will Be 
Enforced to the Letter 
In Florida. 



Will Be Besisted in Washliigtou as an 
Interference With CItII 
Klghts. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. 4.— The Right 
Rov. Joha Moore of the St. Angnstioe aiith- 
edral and the Boman CathoUo Bishop of 
Florida, apeakiog of the taooni papal decree 
from Rome agalnat secret lOoIetlea lays the 
order will be enforced to the letter in thia 
diocese, and adds : " The time has come 
wlioD Catbolica must give up either their 
momberahip in aooreb orders or their right 
of absolution by the oburoh. (These organl- 
zatioDS may be tjeaevolent ia their eharaoter, 
no doabt doing mnoh good among men, but 
their aeoreoy is inconeiatent with the con- 
fessional and, therefore, antagoDiatio to the 
church of Rome. The papal decree has 
ulron'ly roiviihod mo in tho original Latin, 
direct from Homo. Aa soon aa the Arch- 
bishop ot likltiinoro distributia the ciiicial 
Engltah trunalation, I shall have a copy uent 
to every priest in Florida a-id they will be 
re»d publicly from the pulpits. No other 
course will bo open to good Cutholics but to 
obey." lb ia said hero that tho young Oath- 
olloa in the Oddfellows and the Knights of 
Pythias will renounce the ohuroh rather 
than give np their membership in the 
orders. 

Tacoma, J»n. 4. — Certain Catholics hero 
maintain that it ia not within the jurisdic- 
tion of Pope Leo to interfere with their 
msmbershlp in aeoret aoofetiei, inasmuch aa 
(uob memberabip is a part of their civil 
righta, and that in sQoh matters tbeir jndg- 
mout is aa good as that of Leo. &.t confee- 
sion they say they will not state whether 
they belong to secret eooiotiea, and some de- 
clare that if asked by the confessor regard- 
ing such matters, they would reply that it 
waa a matter of no concern to the church. 
Catholics undoratand that all secret eooie- 
tiea, oven the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
and tho Young Men's Institute, which are 
purely Catholic organiz»tions, are under tho 
nominal bin of the ohuroh, provided, how- 
ever, the bishop of tho diocese aoes fit to en- 
force tho ban in order to control them in 
ottBO of riots and extreme class of race 
troubles. 

In this dioceao it is understood that 
Bishop JuDger will nob enforce tho secret 
society b»n, and that, therefore, tho rooont 
edict will bo practically a dood letter 
in tho Northwest. Comnionting on this, 
"A Good Catholic" says: "At a recent 
meeting of the bishops, some wore in favor 
of enforcing the ban ou all secret sociotios, 
while others were opposed to it, and were 
faverahle to Catholics joining such societies 
as they saw fit. However, thoy recom- 
mended the placing of secret societioa under 
the ban of the ohuroh, and I suppose tho 
edict recently issued regarding tho Odd 
Follows, Knights of "PythiaB and tho Sons 
of Temperance was issued simply to give 
those bishops who desire to place those 
orders nnder the ban an opportunity to do 



so." It ia not expected that tho edict will 
ever be read here. 



U. S. SENATE BESTADKANT. 

Its Allaira Severely Criticized and Certain

Washikoton, Jan. 3.— In the senate Mr. 
Morgan (Democrat, Alabama), chairman of 
the oommittoo on foreign relations, to-day 
occupied from 2 o'clock until 6 in replying 
to Mr. Turplo's (Demoorat^ Indiana) three 
days' speech against the Nicaragua canal 
bill.

The oom- 
piece review of the d.ffarenli branches of 
basinesB pUois in a dear light the 
f^oo that prioes of oommodittea are 
at the lowest level icnown. Kiaibt ytaxs ago 
la July, prioea averaged only 73 69 on the 
priqcB for the aama urtioIeB »nd In ths 
6»iiio niarkotu on January 1, 18G0, aCid 
remained the lowest point ever touuhed 
until Auguat 10, 1803, when the uverage 
foil to 7'2 70. but early this year prioea 
dropped below all provioua records and havo 
never reuovered, tho uverage on IJucoinbor 
-G} beioR only UO 71! per cent, of ibo 
prfoea in ISGO The rutigo wua very 
little highui ut the end of ihu 
yi'iir, and about as low on Oo'obiir '_','> 
Since a year ago tho lall haa been 5h ptr 
mint , and «'ua vury unequnl in didoront, 
branches. In iron and steel produota 14 
per cent., in wool l.'i 4 per ctnt. , iu wooloi H 
and cottona about 15 per oeut. Thote 
changea oontraat aharply with tho decline of 
wages paid p-sr hour'a work, which, aa was 
shown last week, average only 1 2 per cent, 
leaa than a year ago. Tho volume of busi- 
neaa reprusentod by tho exchangee 
at the principal clearing hauuua 
was $156,400,000 daily in Dooembor, 
Against $141,604,000 in January ; 
but it woe 8 1 per oent. larger at tho end of 
the year than laet year, and 35 per oent. 
leaa than in January last year. Comparing 
with 1882, a year of general prosperity, the 
deoreaae for Daoember was 26 1, and ranged 
from 21 7 to 29 2 below that year since 
Jane, bat at the beginuioi; n{ the year it 
was .12 3 per oent. below 1882, and ranged 
from 2.3 to 37 per cent, below that year for 
tho firsc five months. For the year all thn 
U S. railroads have thua far reported 11 9 
per cent, leaa than laac year for the same 
weeka and months and IG 5 per cent, less 
than in 1SI)2, tho decrease rising from 1,'J 7 
per cent, in January to 21 per cent, in June, 
while August slioivod a slight increaao. Ttiu 
prices of s-.ockB have varied during tho year 
compi[o.tively little except for trusta. Tho 
year haa been oepeciully noteworthy for the 
lowest prices of wheat and cotton on record. 
Both suffer from the wholly unprecedented 
accumulationof stocks, theorops being largo. 
In tho other produce markets the year has 
been leaa important. 

Bradatreei'a aay : There haa been no 
material improvement in general trade 
within the week. Jobbers and other whole- 
salers are acndinc out or are about to aond 
out commercial travoUera, and in many in- 
stances havo not finished the year's aooounta 
and stock taking. Tho available wheat in 
tho United Statoa and Canada on January 
1 aggregated 127,000.000 buahela, 17,000,000 
buahela more than the year before. A f*irly 
giod buiinesa ia reported by Halifax job- 
Ders, but they are not inclined to report t:he 
near fatnre bright, and collectiona aro un- 
UEUaily slow. Some improvement in trade 
are reported from Montreal, although the 
iur buainesB is disappointing. At Toronto 
basinesa is quiet, and prospects are thought 
nit favorable, atthougbBb^olis of merohsndiae 
generally are small. 

ME. HAWKS REPLIES.

Look 
across your bay and you will see a group of 
huta. Ky what title are the owners known '! 
Aborigines. There are the only people 
who can, with any grace, speak of " aliena." 
Would you call an "export" from omong 
them 1 

Again. Let me ask " B. C." if he knows 
how many Canadians by birth or parentage 
are now living in the States ? Or, what tho 
sum of money n li'oh those sama Canadiana 
sent back bonip f. om their labors in those 
same " States " ? The post ofBoe alone has 
rpcord of over 80,000 money ordrrs to tho 
v:>lue of nearly f 1,500,000. What the 
bick bilances would show can only be 
guessed at, A protiy good atop-mothor ia 
it not ? There iH no Chinese v.-all belwocu 
our countries and the Hoouer tiio later-de- 
pendence is aeUiiowledg'ia tho bettor for all. 
There iu a law in this country iigainst ini- 
portiiig forcii^u Kkhor : which law any Can- 
adian worklnj; in tliis country will sny in 
good in thirtwuy ; i hat it preventa iiiipurting 
cheap Italian or (.'liinese labor to eonipetc 
with whirc hkillid luborero. Hut that it iu 
not a prohibitory l.iw is shown by the mil- 
lions of foreign luliureru nnv/ in this countrj ; 
aud by tho regular ni')v,:meulu of Canailian 
mill workers who winti r in the States and 
summer in Cinadj. This sarnn l«w which 
is deoried ao loudly ia what your oorrepon- 
dentB are insisting shall prevail in thin case, 
I am to receive no consideration becaueo I 
om an alien and will import hordes of 
foreign workmen and oontractora As 
answer to tho last lot mo aay thut there 
would be about 2,.500 cubic yards of fine 
sand, a like quantity of gravel, over 1,000 
cubic yards rubble masonry, and 2,000 cubio 
yards excavation. As oocsulting eogincor 
1 would be oatled upon to make plans and 
apr clfications, and might be Invited to be 
present at the opening of bids : but as for 
being aole judgei or in fact having any voice 
in the matter of who should bo regarded as 
the euccesaful bidder, that is cIl nonsense. 
If your local workmen and contractors can- 
not do the work for the lowest prioo it will 
bo remarkable, for thoy are corcainly in tho 
best position to do so. 

To tho lling of one correapondent I can 
Bay that I will gladly uuud him tho report of 
Prof. Carpenter, of tho Agricultural Oollego 
of Colorado, in which ho ahowa how amall a 
figure ia cut by evapornticu iu that 
dry climate. So dry ia it that before 
1888 no small reservoir work (leaa 
than fifteen feet in depth) waa at- 
tempted because the aolooB acrood that 
about that depth was tho " evaporative 
Cjuantity, ' and nothing but a mud hole 
would bo loft for the farmer. Carpenter's 
experiments disproved that completely, and 
aow there ore unndreda of reaecvoira leaa

Let 
him bear in mind that while the sages were 
arguing that no steamship could ever bo 
b'.iilt whioh could carry enough coal to sup 
ply itaelf with fuel for tha voyage aoroaa the 
ocean it was' announoed that the ateamcr 
was in port. The reaalt of tho announce- 
ment has never been given to the world. 
Revolutions go on now aa then ; and be- 
cause he, I, or anyone else aaja a thing can- 
not be, doea not make it the truth. If he is in 
Searoh of "variable atatislioa" loan give him 
pointa in the game and win " hands down." 
Let him road of North Dikota, where 
" cubic m'lea " of water oomoa out of a dry, 
sterile toil with no appn ciable rainfall ; or 
Colorado, Wyoming, Is'ow M' xioo and tho 
rest of the " Arid R-gion," whoro rivero 
with " cubic miles " of rainfall fl )W not one 
ijal/on for months together. Who can ox- 
plaiii ihcsn phenomena '; 

To come down to our own ulimato, there 
ia not data enough gathered to make a ro- 
ttlly good estimate of the balance between 
rainfall and evaporation, aoepige and How- 
off. Ouo of tho taaka I had iti ndnd iu con- 
nection with the work waa to gather data 
for tho I'jik lake basin, so that it might bo 
ascertainoci what limit of supply to tho oily 
could bo depended upon for tho future, bo 
that, as tho city upprouohed chat limit, 
preparations might bo made for extoosions 
elaewhero. 

In tho matter of credon tials let inn aay 
that those proaonted by mo wore fr(Jiii a 
judge of tho Superior court of Peirco 
county ; two of our moac prominent at- 
torneys ; tho trustee of one waterworks, the 
nianbger of a second, and the general super- 
intendent of another. If " 15 C." thinks I 
could inHuonco either of these gentlemen eo 
ua to obtain anything but tho plain truth, 
he muat have a bad idea of tho probity of 
hia fellow men. They all have made uso of 
my professional aervtoes as an expert in 
wutarworka mattera and ao write whereof 
they know. That the Poat-Intelligencer 
gave me any endorsement will aeem remark- 
able, >vben the intense rivalry between our 
cities is considered. It certainly waa nnex- 
pectod. Given like conditions for a Viotor- 
ian, what would the press of Vancouver or 
New Weatminster say ? Would he be

That 15. C. Is arguing entirely from report 
would aeoni evident. ^Vhy doea ho not at- 
tend these cesaiona and bear the wholo lioo 
of argument ao aa to post himself intel- 
ligently ? Doea he only care to hear one 
side ? That In my report I condemned two 
suKgestions, altered ouo and endorsed two 
of thoio advanced by tho aldermen, thor- 
oughly refutea tho idea that I was ioQu- 
enced eolely by tha desire to please the 
"reverend apignots," but thought and de- 
cided for myself. 

Tho meanest and most cowardly alnr of 
all that B. C puts forth (and hia articln ia 
full of hints, auggeations and Innuendoea) 
lies in tho attempt to connect some alder- 
men and myself in aomo "combine." Let 
him come out into daylight, givo hia name, 
tell how loDg ho has lived in Victoria, 
how much ho paid in taxea there last 
year, what ho haa done to advance 
the interaato of the city in any given direc- 
tion, how much ho is interested in any other 
water Bohoms, etc., &c. Then he will give 
ua opportunity to determine how unbiassed 
ho may bo and upon what ground lie atands. 
It may be poielblo hia toes have been trod- 
den upon, unwittingly. Since he apeaka ao 
knowingly about SItera he may poasibly be 
an engiaeer biding behind his false signa- 
ture.

And when your ratepayers havo settled 
their bills ard received their advice whore 
will you b<)? I i exactly the same position 
you have been for years, and are now, with 
only the addition of a L'eceiptcd bill to said 
experts for a thousand dollars or more.

A STARTLING SUOOBSTJON. 

There are many who balieve that tho 
popular brnuoh of tho Logialati-ro ia IJritiah 
countriea ia the roul rulor of tho country. 
They describo tho Sovorsign aa little belter 
thuD a tigurohec^d, and apeak of the Second 
Chamber, whether it is oalled Houao of 
Iiorde or Senate, aa being of about as much 
nae as the fifth wheel to the coach. It is, 
thoy declare, tho poople'a repreaentativea 
who rulo, and iho other eatatea of tho realm 
are more or leaa ahuma. Some who havo no 
lovo for popular government, who believe 
that it is tending, first to Booialiam and then 
to anarchy, reluctantly admit that this is 
the sad and the very unpleasnnt truth. 
Bat there is another side to this story and 
one which ia very seldom hoard. There are 
thinliing men who maintain thit among the 
things that are not what they seem is the 
British Home of Commons, which ia the 
model after which all representative bodies 
in all parts of tho world are moulded. A 
very daring man, Mr. Sidney Low, has In 
tho Nineteenth Century asked the very 
startling question, " If tho Houso of Com- 
mons were abolished ? " The answer to 
this, by the great majority of British sub- 
jects, at any rate, wonld he : Chaos 
would come, preceded either by i 
military dictatorship or a communistii 
pandemonium. Mr. Low tries, very cool 
ly and aomewhub cynically, to show that 
the House of Commons is not what it is 
cracked np to be, that it has in fact out- 
lived its nsefulness, that It possesses only in 
appearance the powers that are attributed 
to it, and consequently if it were abolished 
matters would go on pretty much aa they 
do now. After staling the popular view of 
the House of Commons Mr. Low asks : 

But can anyone really affirm that the 
members of tho Uonse of Gommona do now 
make the laws of these realms T To do so 
wonld exhibit either a hardy dis- 
regard of faote or else a oom- 
• prehensive ignorance of the conditions 
nnder which the pablio sfTiira of the nation 
are oondncted. Every member of Parlia- 
ment, with tho exception of about aix or 
sight who ait on the front bonoh to the right 
of the Speaker's chair, would admit, if ho 
ipoke tho trulh, that ho had little more 
real power to make laws than tho writer of 
these lines. Like him the M. I', has a 
right to criticiao, to cbjoot, to suggoat, but 
that ia all, Tho " leginlator," it is true, 
may utter hia criticisms, his objsotiona or 
hia auggostiona in a way that appears to 
givo them a certain air of authority, and 
may help to secure them some necessary de- 
gree of publicity, though oven then it is 
Tnnoh to be doubted whether a seat on the 
floor of the House where it slopes away to 
tho mountainous and unroguardod Boli- 
tudoa below the aide galloriea, haa any 
advantage over tho poaitiou I am permitted 
to occupy in thie Review ; or whether tho 
orator who addresses an attenuated House 
in a speech of half an hour's duration 
(■neatly snmmariaed in five ilnea of tho 
'ilimes next mornlne) can be said to exercise 
an effective inlluence over the logislativo 
projects of minialers greater than tluit poa- 
se»8ed by anybody else who has tho oppor- 
tunity of addrcaBing his countrymen by 
writing or by word of mouth, 

Tho reviewer shows that tho members of 
the Opposition, no matter how gifted or 
how experienced, can act affeotivoly in the 
matter of legislation only so far aa they are 
allowed by the minlatora who havo control 
of tho Houao. Thoy can if thoy like 
support Government moaaurea, bub aa 
most of them arc shaped in con- 
formity with the policy that they 
have been elected to oppose. It is nob to be 
rappoaed that thoy will doeorb their leader 
and become the supporters of the govern- 
ment. Boaidea, aa Mr. Low shows, tho rule 
about which wo havo heard so much in this 
Province of " thumbs up and thumbs 
down " ia very rigidly adhered to by tho 
snpporters both of the Government and 
Opposition in the British Houso of Com- 
mona. What he says on this subjaot will bo 
a revelation to some in this Province who 
are perpetually donouaoing " mechanical 
majoritioB." It ia this : 

Tho M, P. ia tho delegate of his 
ounstituents, or rather of that active 
political aeotiou of hia constituents 
whioh for convenience may be oalled 
the Canons. ' Your representative,' said 
Bnrke to the electors of Briatol, ' owes you 
not hia iadnstry only, but hisjudgmunt, 
and he betrays instead of serving you if ho 
aaorlficoa it to your opinion. I maintainod 
your Intereata, against youropiniona with a 
constancy that became me. I knew you 
chose mo to be a pillar of tho state and not 
a weathercock on the top of the edifice,' 
But that is not at all the view of a represen- 
tative's f UDOtiona taken by tho members of 



a modern Liberal Six Hundred or Consorva- 
tive Aaaoolation. They do not send him to 
Parliament to exeroiie his independence ; 
they would bo partloularly annoyed and ir- 
ritated if he did ; snd they scrutinize 
his votes with jealous oare, in order 
that they may take him to task speedily, 
and with no supetfluoui delicacy or reserve 
if he shows any dangerous tendency in that 
direolion. And tho modern M.P. under- 
stp.ads the oonditiona of his poHtioal exlst- 
enou BO wel! that, in point of fact, he hardly 
ever (for practical purpotea one muy say 
never) does vote ugtinat hia party on any 
party issue aspeoially when his own side ia 
in oflioe. Rare indeed are the oaaea during 
the last twenty years in which a ministry 
has been beaten in a party division by tho 
defection of its own supporters. 

An inference from all thia is that the de- 
bates in Parliament have seldom or 
never the efTeot of chungirg tho 
opinions of mombera on ouo side or 
the other; tho apeechca ore rather ad- 
dressed to tho country than to the Houao, 
Lord Saliabury is quoted as saying in one of 
his late speeches " that diaoussion of a 
inoa9ure is possible in tho Cabinet, but for 
any elloolivo or useful purpose it ia rapidly 
becoming an impoaaibility in tho House of 
Cummons." Mr. Lowe saya : "Govern 
ments may be and are defeated in the con 
atituencies ; they are no longer — accidents 
and obanoe divisions apart — defeated in tho 
House. Onco placed in oflico a Ministry 
can do, within reaaonab'o limits, pretty 
much as it pleases till either a freah general 
election occurs by elllux of time, or till ii is 
warned by the results of the bye-elections 
that it will be prudent to venture a disao 
lubion." 

Mr. Low goes on to show that tho 
House of Commons doea cob control tho 
ICxcoutivo. This, in fuc;, follows from tho 
practice that has become established, of 
now voting with their party on all coutro 
voraial quoationa. " The country may 
change its politics in consequenoe of tho 
acts or omissions of the Executive, but the 
rank and file of the Houso do not." Ho 
contends, too, that tho Houao does not act 
as a guardian of the national finances. Ho 
draws a vivid picture of the way in which 
the estimates are dealt with in 
tho House, showing that tho proceedings 
on important subjects in Committoo 
of Supply aro Uttio better than a fiiroe, the 
groat majority of tho members taking no in- 
torcsc at all in what is going on, leaving the 
ministers to do In the appropriation of mil- 
lions sxactly as they please. 

His description of the way in which min- 
isters are chosen is graphic, but if what ho 
says is true the House of Commons has in 
those days very little to do in the selection 
of tho ministry, who, according to him, are 
the real rulers of tho country. 

" Did tho Houao of Commons," he aaks, 
" select Lord Rosebery to be Primo Minis- 
ter'.' .... In favor of thia statesman, 
undoubtedly distinguished and eminent, 
but of a distinction and eminence 
nob of the House of Commons and not 
gained in it, there was passed over tho 
moat able and influential politician in tbat 
Aaaembly on the Ministerial side, a man 
who fought hia way up by years of hard 
service on the green benches, who had 
acquired a commanding influence in debate, 
and who waa unquestionably popular with 
tlie rank and file of hia party, whatever 
may have been the faelinga entertained 
towards blm by his colleagnea. The anpsr- 
cession of Sir William Harcourc, and in a less 
degree that of Lord Iddealelgb, are stand- 
ing proofs that the opinion of the House of 
Commons is not snifioient to oboose our 
rulers for ua. 

The oonclnaion to which Mr. Low cornea 
is that *' with some modifioation in the do< 
tails the present systom of government and 
appointing governors would go on in csson- 
tiala the same if tho Honae of Commona 
were aboliahed." His paper ia a striking 
one. It doee not state the cise tor tho 
Honse of Commons eitbsr fairly or fully, 
but we venture to say that there are very 
few who had any idea that ao much could 
be said to give plausibility to hia audaolona 
auggestion. 



THB DISMAL PARTY. 

It seoma to us that our friends tho Lib- 
erala are never happy unless tbey are la- 
menting and oroakittg, Tbey take the most 
dismal view of matters, According to thorn 
tho country for tho last sixteen years and 
more has been going to tho dogs. They 
havo been weeping and wailing for all that 
timo. They havo nob had u cheerful 
interval that wo can romoniber. They havo 
tearfully umt^mplated any change that took 
place in the political world, and predict- 
ed that the worst of possible results 
would flow from it. They have had nothlog 
pleasant or cheerful to say of any Conserva- 
tive who haa entered publla life iiint:3 1S78, 
until ho died. When tiriioa wore good thiy 
did not permit thomaelveB to erj )y thegeo- 
oral prosperity with a joyful spirit. Thoy 
were always ' antioipatiog evil, and acme 
of them went ao far ns to Interpret 
what wore really the indications of progress 
and prosperity as being eigna of retrogres- 
sion and decay. Now, when times aro 
not good tbeir whine has be- 
come a howl of the dismallest 
kind. They blame the Government infer- 
entially for misfortunes which thia country 
ia suffering in common with every other, 
and they paint tho future in the most 
gloomy colore. VVhen tho men who havo 
money to lend regard tho prospect of Can- 
ada as good, and show their confidonoe in 
their judgment by lending her money on un- 
commonly easy terms, these lamenting Lib- 
erala would have the world believe that 
their country is on tho verge of ruin. lb Is 
no wonder that the people of the Dominion 
havo no faitli in prophets who havo so often 
boon proved by events to be falao ; and 
that they have no liking for men who are 
always looking on the dark aide of things, 
and who have seldom a good word to say of 
Canada and Canadians, 

If tho Liberals can take good advice, thoy 
ahould, in view of the coining olootiona, cul- 
tivate a choorful spirit and try to aoo some- 
thing good in Canadians. It wonld do them 
no barm in the world to 8»y a good word 
now and then, even for a live Tory. There 



is, for inatanoo, Mr. Foster, the Minister of 
Finance. He possesses, we assure them, 
fair ability and many good qnali- 
ties. It was not his fanib that 
trade was dull for the first five months 
of the present year and that the exports 
were not equal to those of the correspond- 
ing months of 1893. He did not exercise a 
malign inQuonce over tho growing crops, 
d he doea not posaeaa the power, attribut- 
ed in old times to evil disposed persons, of 
preventing tho 00W8 giving Iho usual quan- 
tity of milk— of preventing tho formation of 
butter in tho ohuni ; neither doea he pos- 
sess tho " evil eye " that causes 
tho cattle that ho looka upon to 
pliic and die. He is, we are 
sure, (luito an ordinary mortal, and does 
not possess cither supernatural or preter- 
natural powers. It Is quite certain that he 
ia not responaiblo in any way for the short- 
age of the cropa or for tho dofiotoncies of the 
dairieu, so that it is not fair to blamo him 
booauae the farmers of the Dominion wero 
not able to aend out of the country during 
tho year that has just ended, aa much pro- 
duce of tho different kinds ua thoy did tho 
year 'leforo. Wo hope, therefore, that 
Liberal journaliata will be conaiderato and 
not insist on bis being put on tri^l for 
sorcery. 

MUST BB SUPPRSSSEB. 

Som? time ago ib was announced that the 
Dominion Government had decided to send 
special inspectors and a posso of mounted 
police into the Yukon country for tho pur- 
pose of airordiiig an ((feotivo customs pitrol 
aa well as for tho preservation of pcauo in 
that far cir mining country. Thia move- 
ment, recognizing the principle of preaerv- 
ing Canada and the Canadian trade for the 
Canadians, was greatly commended, and was 
undoubtedly the o itoomo of a condition of 
affairs whereby the trado of tho whole 
Yukon and adjoining territory was placed 
in tho hands of Americana andpaaaed through 
American ohannela. The wtadom and 
foresight cf the Government In acting aa ic 
has In this matter ia shown by the fact that 
tho mineral wealth of the C iuadlan territory 
is attracting gronLly iucreaBcil attention, and 
tho whole country up there is likely shortly 
to aaaumo great importanoe. Conalderable as 
that trade has been, it will have been in- 
significant compared with Ita volume in the 
future, and the importanoe of having it 
placed in tho hands of our own people and 
having it pasa through our own territory 
cannot bo over-estimated. 

Wo have, however, In the Province of 
Hritiah Columbia, much nearer home and of 
greater immediate importanoe to ua, a con- 
dition of affairs that also demands the atten- 
tion of tho Dominion Government. From 
timo to timo thero have been complaints of 
smuggling all along the southern boundary 
of the Province in Yale and Kootenay, .Re- 
cently ropreaentationa coming under our 
notice have been made regardhig the prev- 
alence of the practice, which, if aoylhing 
like aa extenaive as alleged, abow a serious 
abate of affairs Indeed. When we refer to Ib 
aa aerioua we do so not alone from the stand- 
point , of cuaton]S violation but as a matter 
of oonoorn to tho best intertats of tho Prov- 
ince. It ia said that the customs surveil- 
lance of the whole southern boundary is 
very imoerfoot. If not much worse than 
that. It is doacribod us a fares. That it is 
totally inadeijuato, at all ovouts, ia evident, 
beoauBo it ia alleged on good authority that 
goods to tho aggregate value of between 
oje quarter and half a million of dollars 
oame in during the past year upon whi'jh 
n] duty was paid. If this bo true, and so 
grave a charge would scarcely be made by 
reaponaiblo persons without foundation, it 
means a serious loss of trade to the business 
men of our own Province to whom ib legit- 
imately belongs. 

What makes this matter of still greater 
concern is that the Oovernment of the 
Province, yielding to tho ropreaentationa cf 
those interested in and living in various 
localitiea on tho southern boundary, spent 
large euma of money in opening up means of 
communication with important points and 
developing the country. Ib waa confidently 
anticipated that in opening roads between 
main thoroaghfares and the mining camps 
the trade of the diatriots tapped would bo 
retained in tho country, and those 
wore tho arguments invariably uaed 
in inducing the Ciovornmont to maUo the 
neceesary expenditure. But it will bo seen 
that under such a condition of affairs as haa 
bean represented to us the effect cf this ex- 
pouditure ia Nrgely loab to tho P.-ov'iico ; 
owing to the cxlensivo (yalorn of snuigiiling 
referred to the uoticipatod trado has been 
diverted oouthward. Tho Province, our 
own business men and tho Dominion of 
Canada are all losers. Such a state of affairs 
should not be pormitted to exist. If It is 
important onoueb, in order to proaorvo 
the Yukon trado for Canadians, to eond 
a posao of mounted police up there, it Is 
foubly important that an oirootivo patrol 
should bo establibhod on tho boundary to 
the aonth of ua. Ib ia the bonnden duty of 
the Dominion Government to see that this 
Ib done, and without unneooanary delay. We 
cannot Imagine that t he Dopirtnient of Cus- 
toms at Ottawa li la been made fully aware 
of this condition of affairs, or that, once hav- 
ing found oub how matters stand, tho 
Minister will not take immediate atept to 
remedy lb.

Yukon' proapecia muat bo bright when tho 
preaa and public of the United States are ao 
greatly concerned as they nppoar to be in tho 
action recently taken by the British Col- 
umbia legislature, at the inatanoe of Coptain 
John Irving, tho member for Caaaiar, to 
uocure freer acceaa by Canadians. Several 
articles and interviews on the eubjoct have 
appeared lately, and in one of these a Mr. 
V. Wilson, who has lately made a trip 
through Alaska, is represented as greatly 
agitated over the prospect that the result nf 
the boundary survey will establish Canada's 
possession of a good harbor ao oonveniently 
situated aa to bring Viotoria into aotive 
competition with Seattle for the trade of the 
Yukon mining region. Aa it ia expected 
there wilt be 2,000 men working there next 
year the trade will be of considerable im- 
portance. It is fully expected that th« sur- 
vey now being made by Mr. Ogilvio < f the 
country between the Taku river and Tealio 
lake will result in the oonatrujiion of a 
Hugnn road or railway, or both, tho applica- 
tion for the charter for the latter enterpriao 
having already been advertised. 

The regular weekly lecture of the Sir 
Wm. Wallace Society was delivered last 
night by Dr. Wade, on "The Common 
Match." A number of ladies were present. 
Dr. Wudo delivered a very inatruotive and 
intereatiug lecture, giing into tho hiatory of 
the match by referring to tho tri'o, ila 
wonderful growth, anil then tho mothod by 
which it wiia turned into thu match. II-i 
then apoko of tho chemical cloments whioh 
entored into (ho composition of tho match, 
he described the sulphur, wliero procured, 
»nd how used, the phoaphoroua, where 
found, ita nature and production, together 
with chlorate of potuah ,ind ita aotion in 
producing cjmbuation. By a very nice 
series of experiments ho illustrated their 
various qualities. A hearty vote of thanks 
waa accorded to tho lecturer. During tho 
evening, which was spent in a moat enj >y- 
oblo way, tho soorotary in a few words 
acknowledged tho gi't of tho bountiful 
crayon portrait of HIa Exoelloncy Lord 
Aberdeen, patron of thecociely. A cordial 
vote of thanks was accorded Mr. Eyroa for 
his generous and beautiful gift. This Mr. 
Eyres acknowledged in a few well chosen 
words. Bev. G. Clement King, one of the 
chaplains of the aoolety, gave a very pleas 
ing address acknowledging his appointment 
aa chaplain. 

In a recent article on CofTee aud Cocoa,

Cocoa treated with 
potaah or ammonia would be entirely uDsal- 
able but for the supplementary addition of 
artificial flavora by whioh a poor aubatitute 
for the aroma driven out into the air is 
oflered to the consumer." Tho delioioua 
Breakf lat Cocoa made by Walter Bakeh 
it Co., cf Dorolieater, Maaa., ia aba^luiely 
pure and soluble.

Xhu preliminary hearing of the oaae of 
Peter Sellinger, oharged with sellinK into 
slavery the little white boy Arthur Lamour, 

ended yesterday, in the oomniittal of tho 
prisoner for trial. Magistrate Macrae pre- 
sided at tho polico court hearing ; the 
prisoner was in tho hands of Superintendent 
F. S. Huasey, and, for the last day, Bellin- 
ger waa represented by oonnaol, Mr. George 
E. Powell appearing for him. The evidence 
of Toutanose, Matinsk, his wife, and Prov 
inoial Constable Hutchison completed tho 
uise ; the story of whioh thoir depositions 
form the ohaptera waa oompleto and direct, 
and the orosa-examination only strengthened 
tho chain that ia tightening about Peter 
Bollinger. 

Toutanose waa the first wiineaa of the 
day, and bis testimony, aa interpreted into 
Eugliah by Rev, Father Nioolayo, waa as 

follows : 

' My name is Toutanose and I am of the 
Chockoleaat tribe the aeoond chief. Our 
homo ia on tho Woat Coaat. I saw tho man 
Peter, I In aoouaud, for tho first time at 
CliEckolnal about two montha ago. Ho came 
thoro on a achooner that is calleii tho Noot- 
ka, owned by an Indian whose name ia 
Ti-quit. Ho had tho little boy Arthur with 
liiiii, and landing from tho ecboonor ho took 
tlio child and a big trunk to Toquil's houai;, 
where ho remained for a spjco of two 
montha. The accustd did no work so far ua 
I know. During tho two months of his atay 
at Toquit'a house I did not apeak to him, 
though \ saw him somotimea going about 
among the Indians. 

"About twenty days ago one of the chiefs 
invited tho Kyuquot Indiana to a potlach at 
our village, Tho Ivjuiiuots remained six 
days, and on tho evcniug of the laat day tho 
prisoner came with tho child to my house. 
At that time tho Kyuquot Indiana wore all 
busy preparing to leave for their own 
homes. Tho accused, Peter BelliDger, osked 
mo to buy the child. When he first caked 
mo I held down my bead, feeling full of 
shame, and I did not know what to think 
concerning the matter. He asked me 
a second time to buy the child, I atlll made 
no reply. He asked me yet again. I oon- 
aidered tho matter, and knowing that the 
priaonor neglected the boy and took no Otite 
of him I thought it was my duty aa a chief 
to take oaro of him now that he had been 
bronght among my people. 

" 'The priaonor, Peter Bollinger, said 
'Give me $100 for the child.' I replied 
' No, I oinnot give you $100, but I will give 
you S90 for tho boy.' Ho answered me ' All 
right, f'JO then, but bo quick about it — 
hurry up.' I got up and went to my truuk 
whore I kept my monoy. I counted out 
tho $90. It waa in one S'20 gold piece, two 
SIO gold pieoea, and the reat in silver. I 
gave tho money to the priaonor ond ho 
oountcd it carefully and afterwards tied It 
up in a little hankerchiof — a white handker- 
chief with red apota. He then apoke to the 
child, I think telling him thit he had sold 
him, and the child began to cry. Tho ac- 
cused then left, taking tho money 
with him, aud I auw him getting 
into a canoo with the Kyuquot Indiana 
Diiriag the sale of tho child my klootchmau 
called Matinsk and the witness John Ttal- 
woikinno were present with me; Matinsk 
saw and heard the whole traneaotion. John 
saw the money counted and paid to the ac- 
cused, and also saw him count it afterwards. 
Tho accused went direct from my house to 
the boBch and went av/ay with tho Kyu- 
quots ; I did not see him again till I saw 
him in the prieat'a bouse at Kyuquot io 
cbargo of the three oonstablea. After the 
accused left I kept the boy and gave him io 
the caro of my wife aud she took him around 
among the other ohildren to play with them 
at their games," 

Croas-ezamined by Mr. Powell tho wit- 
ness continued : " I have a daughter ; she 
is married aad was not at Cheokelesat at the 
time of the buying of the boy. Bsllinger 
when ho brought the ohiid to my house said 
' miiknok lenaa,' which ni6,ina ' buy the 
chilli,' bu'h in Chinook and in the Indian 
tongue. I don't know a Kyuquot half-breed 
named Jlnrmy : there was no half-breed 
present during the negotiations for the aale 
of tho boy. " 

To tho Court : " When tho child cried, 
when tho accused epoko to him after the 
mooey was paid, tho acuuaed apoke very 
harthly. My wife then took the child on 
her knee and ho ceased crying. The wit- 
nesa John asked me in tho presence of the 
acouaed if I had bought tho child ; I 
answered yea— that he hud brought tho 
child to soil to me ai:d that I had purchased 
him " 

Matinsk nex'v took the stand and gave 
evidence very ainiilur to that of her hua- 
band regarding tho ooming of Hi'llinger with 
the boy tn the CheckuleBat village. 

" He - Bjllinger— would not work," she 
said, " he used to go from houfo to hou-io 
fur food and he also wont to all the pot- 
laobea, the child following him. As far as 
I know lha aoonaed lived altogether upon 
the Indiana. 

" I remember the great pollack to the 
Ivyuquoia. It lasted sis days. On the 
evening of the last of tho six days, when the 
potlaob waa over, tho acouaod came into my 
honao and ho said, 

" 'Wny diu'i you buy thia child ; 1 want 
to go down to Kyuijuot.' 

" Ho repoatmi again, 'I have thin child for 
Bulo — give ine JlOO for him and ho is yourn.' 

" He a.iid again, a third time, ' Buy the 
child for I am in a hurry. Givo ino $100.' 

" My huaband aaid, ' We had bjttor take 
the child ; ilellinger does not take proper

care of him and he is filthy and dirty now.' 
Then he said to Bollinger ' I've not got 

flOn ; I have but $00.' 'The accused said 
ho would take tho S'JO, and ho told my hus- 
band to hurry up. .My hunband went to 
his trunk and brought out §90 -one §'20 gold 
pieoo, two $10 gold pieoea and tho rest in 
silver. My bueband Toutanoao counted out 
tho money aud the accused counted it after 
him ; then he tied it up in his handkerchief 
and placed that in hia pocknt. The child 
then began Io cry. When tho boy wept I 
took hira on my knee and tried to soothe 
him. Bellinger apoke harshly to tho lad, 
but I don't know what ho said. Ho did not 
shako hands with tho child nor kiaa him 
before ho left him and wmt down to tho 
canoee " 

To Mr. PowoU : "John did not hear tho 
negotiationa for the boy — ooly Toutanoao 
and myBoil. Tho aocuned opened tbo con- 
versation by ottering tho bny for aalo. Ho 
used the word ' makook,' whioh means the 
aamo as 'buy.' Tbo accuaed picktd the 
money up from the llior; my huaband got 
the child and nolbiog else for the §90. nor 
waa any other consideration mentioned or 
thought of by us." 

Constable Hutchison closed the case by 
relating the circumstances ot tho arre&t and 
of tho finding of money corresponding to 
that described by Toutanose and Matinsk 
in Bellioger'a posseaaloa. All that tho pris- 
oner had said when he was ar.ested and tho 
charge explained to him was "I didn't do 

Tho evidence having been formally road 
over Hulliiiger waa aaked if ho dcaired to 
make any statement or propoaed to call any 
witneesea. Hia counsel replied that they 
would ri Bervo their defence, and Bellinger 
anawered : 

" I have nothing to aay." 

Little Arthur's identity ianow pretty wtll 
calabliahed. From what in now knoA-n, it 
appears that hia father, John or Juilaon 
Lamour— notorious ua a g.\niblor for high 
stakes, and afterwards lumbur kirg, politi- 
cian and laud speculator, deserted hia 
mother in Biaton, but made provision for 
the boy.

Flrit Sesiion of the Seventh Parliaments 

IWENTY-SIXrH DAY. 

. JTiODAT, January 4, 1895. 

The Speaker took the cbair at 2 p.m. 

Pr^yerB by Rev. W. L Cl»y. 

A putition from John BigRH, of Nanaimo, 
reapootlDg tVin ollpged illecal seizaro and 
sale of oiiilo iiy ihe nherlff was preuontodby 
Dr. Wilkem ; aud one from ratepayers of 
the maaloipnUty of Kent ro»peot|_ng ^the 
exoluBioc ol Harrison Hot Sprlng8.wai p«". 
Bonted by Mr. Semlin. 

Mr. Eborta preaeDted the sovonth report 
from the private bills oommictee, reoom- 
mondioR that the time for reoeivlog reporta 
from thiit oomniittea be extended one week. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Ritbet, from the railway oommittee, 
reported the preamble of the Rod Mountain 
Railway bill proved. Adopted. 

PBOVINOIAL LOAN. 

The home weab into oommittee, Mr. 
EbertB in Kho obalr, on the mcBsane from tho 
Lieutenant Governor transmitting the loan 
bill. , ^ 

Tho usual pleading on the part of the op- 
poaition that the provisiona of the bill 
should be explained at this ataRe, were eon- 
tinned at oonBiderable length, the tJBual re- 
ply alao being made, that ft isaobouatomary 
in any legialacuro to go Into the detailB oi 
euch a bill before it Is introduoed in the 
houao The oommittee rose and reported 
the Dill. Report to be considered on Mon- 
day. 

SMALL DEIITS HILL. 

Mr Helmcken moved that tho order for 
the third reading of tho stipendiary and 
polioo magiatratca bill be diaoliargtd and 
that the bill bo rooommitted for tho purpoao 
of conaidering the lollowiag olaueo : " Tho 
Magistrate may, in any oaae, allow tlio 
SUCceBsful party oounael or attorney 'd feea 
not exceeding ton dollars." Tho mover in- 
stanced important points of law which 
might arise in oaaea brought before those 
magistratea, which could not bo dealt with 
by laymen, but only by oruosel learned in 
the law. If no feoa wore allowed, in ac- 
cordance with the aolioo of the members 
when the bill was last in committoe, it 
would follow that the attenduoce of counsel 
could not be seoured and the interests of 
litiganta would sufier. 

Mr. Semlin having raised the objection 
that the motion was out of order, tho mat- 
ter having already been passed upon in the 
houue on report from oommittee, the 
Speaker showed by reading from May that 
it was quite in order, and so ruled, after a 
lecglhy diacuBaion. Mr. Kitchen then ap- 
pealed from thia ruling, but the question 
being put tho Chair was austained. 

The motion for the discharge uf the third 
readicg was lost on tho following division : 

For— Mcaara. Bradon, Dwie, Eberta, 
HelmokcD, Martin, Rithot, Rogers, Turner, 
Wrtlkem and Williams— 10 

Against — Meesra. Adamp, 15ooth, Bryden, 
Cotton, Hume, Irving, Kollie, Kennedy, 
Kidd, Kitchen, McGregor, McPberaor, 
Matter, Prentice, Semlin, Smith and Siroru 
—17. 

The bill was tbeo read a third time and 
passed, on motion of Hon. Mr. DjvIo. 

MINING BITREAU. 

Mr Adams, on consideration of the re- 
port on the mining bureau bill, moved to 
add aa section 14 : " Any person holding 
any pecuniary interest in any mining pro- 
perly in thia province shall not be eligible to 
be appointed as Provincial Mineralogist." 

Agreed to ; report aa amended adopted, 
and ou motion of Hon. Col. Biker bill read 
a third time and passed. 

FIRE INSUKANCE ACT 

Hon. Mr. Davik moved the aeoond read- 
ing of the bill to amend the fire insurance 
policy act, 1893 He explained that its ob- 
ject is to alter certain minor provisions of 
the act which are not in conformity with 
the acts of other provinces and are therefore 
a source of unneoeaaary trouble to the in- 
surance companies, who would have to write 
a apeciul form of polioy for British Colom- 
bia. A condition of uniformity being de- 
sirable, he thought it well to make the 
alight amendmcnta needed In the act, which 
Id the meantime has not been put in foroo, 

Mk. SwoiiD objected that tho bill had not 
been drafted in acoordanoo with the rules of 
the house, the claupca to be amended not be- 
ing re-printcd, and ho therefore held that 
the motion was not In order. 

Objection sustained. 

CITV COMMISSIONEHS. 

The houae went into oommittee on tho 
bill to permit the appointment of city com- 
miaaioDora, Mr. Sword in the ohair. 

Mr.. Williams moved to amend tho first 
clause by looertini: Iho wordu " of Vic- 
toria, " BO that the short title ehould road 
" An act rtapeoiing tho appointment of ci'.y 
of Victoria (jomniiasionora " Ho urged that 
Vancouver had pronounced againat tho bill 
and that none ol tho citiea wanted it unless 
it he VicUr i.k 

Hon. M k Davik said with respect to that 
meeting at Vancouver V, '.li.h has been two 
or threii tirTita montinnod in tho house ho 
would like to know how many people were 
there, for ho hud becnVold th.ii, there were 
very few — not a hundred. 

Mk. Cotto.n —I was there ! 

Hon. .Mk Davik — And you count for a 
hundrc'l yournolf I la that it V (L iughtor.) 

Mk. VVillia.m.s — 8o wna I tluru ! 

Hon. Mi: L^W '; ->'e9 ; another hun- 
dred ! How many inoro ? (baughtor ) 

Mil McPllElwoN— I was there too ! 

Hon, Mb. Davie— Just so; all the poli- 
ticians. (Hear, hear.) Now how many 
more were th^re ? 

Mr. MoPherson — There wore more than 
a hundred 

Hon. Mk Davie—*' Were there two 
hundred? No; I see the hon. gentlemen 
will notsay that. Now taking their count, 
that there were something over a hundred 
persons present at the meeting, wo are told 
that tvo must accept their opinion aa bind- 
ing tho whole -t.OOO voters of Vancouver." 
Ill' proccoclod 10 ahow that while tho chief 
uujection urged iigiinat tho proviaiona oi tho 
bill ia that it, will pun fcha po'.ver of govcrn- 
iiiont into tho h'wuis of minorities, biioh 
a condition (jf affiira t-xiala in fiCt to day, 
especially when money by-laws arcBubmittt-d, 
as on Buch occaaionB it ia found that only 
about COO peraona voto. and the majority of 
thoBC UOO control tho iasuo though ttioro are 
■4,000 ratopayera on tho roll. Ho would like 
to aak if it ia bettor to be governed by a 
minority of that kind than by commiasionera 
appointed by a government reaponaiblo to 
tho people. It hna boon eaid as an argument 
ogiinst the bill that tho government would 
appoint " political hacks," but while thia 
might prove true if tho hon. gentlemen op- 
posite were in power, so long as the present 
goveromenb hold ofiSoe the people may roab 
assured that any appointmenta mado will 
be of a very different character. A mo- 
ment's rcfleotion will ahow how highly im- 
probable it is that the government would 
make appointments of unqualified men, for 
in the first place it is responsible to the log- 
islatnre for its aots, . and in the next, it 
would aabjeot Itself to tlie oondemnatlon of 
the ratepayers when at the general 
elections ib should ' go I>efore them 
for a new lease of power. 
It is therefore quite certain that tho gov- 
ernment will not knowingly appoint men 
who are likely to prove unpopnlar in the 



cities. Ho thought that one reason why the 
hon. gentlemen oppoalto oppose the bill is 
because they fear that one reault will bo to 
make the government eo popular in all 
the cities that in Vancouver, for iuitance, 
the present repreaontativea may find that 
they will have to give place to three sup- 
porters of tho government. (Hear, hoar) 
That is the only kind of inlluenoo which the 
governmeub deaires to exert. As to apply- 
ing the prinolplo of the bill only to Viotorm, 
that would be very abmrd ; tor if indioa- 
tions count tor anything it is not so much 
needed in that city as It is elaewhore. It 
was only yesterday that there waa read to 
the house largely signed petltionafrom Von- 
oouver ratepayers praying that they may 
be preserved from tho action cf 
their own council. Ho did not 
know whether or not the atatomenta 
made In these pijtltioDB are well- 
founded, but they at least show that there 
are a number of ratopayera nob in accord 
with the methods of tho oounoil. Thia bill, 
he maintained, does not attack municipal 
government at all, but it does aim at giving 
to a large proportion of those who do not 
care to exercise their loilaenoe in tho elec- 
tion of oounoiilors an opportunity of ac- 
cepting government by oommissioners. He 
felt quite justified In saying that In Vic- 
toria, for inatanoe, there are many men in 
every way qualified to serve aa aldermen 
who do not get a ofaance to do so, as it is 
well known th»t the members of the eounoil 
are elected by not more than two-fifths 
of those entilltd to vote. He considered that 
It 111 becomes the hoc. gentlemen opposite to 
vote and arguo agxiuat giving the people an 
opportunity to t xorciao their full rights, 
which ia what is proposed by the bill. Ho 
thoni)|it tho people should have the abaolule 
right of Biilf -Kovornment. 

Mr Mcl'UEitsoN conti-cdnd that thia bill 
vvuula diafranchiae 80vun(y five per cent, ol 
the people of Vancouver, who beciuae thoy 
do not own pmperty to tho va!u« of $300 
havo not thu right to vote ou money by-lawe, 
ond thoreforn they oould not veto on the ap- 
plication of thia bill. 

Mil BiiADKS aakod if tho braina of nino 
men are not better than tho br.-iins of four! 
He thought this tjill would havo tho effeot 
of throwing tho whole business into the 
hands of tho ariatooracy. He could not sup- 
port tho bill until he had heard from his 
conatituenta. 

Capt Irving said that, as stated yester- 
day, he does not approve of everything in 
tho bill, but will support tho principle of it. 

Mil KiTiiET opposed tho amendment, and 
he considered that tho hon. senior member 
for Vancouver had made a very poor case 
indeed in attempting to show that Victoria 
ia the only city which moy require the ap- 
plication of tho sob. If any reliance ia to 
be placed on petitions placed before tho 
house, the only conclusion to be arrived at 
from thoae recently presented from citizens 
of Vancouver ia that that oi*y ia In need of 
Bome change. He held In his hand one of 
thoae rod to the house, which had the sig- 
natures of F. Cope and 145 others, which If 
it is to be accepted shows great evidBooe of 
neglect of tho Interests of tho ratepayera in 
tho conduct of the business of that city. 
That petition aaya, among other things : 

" That your petitionera are informed and 
believe that at the apodal meetings of the 
oouDcil called to finally decide on tho pro. 
posed amendmeata before sending them up 
to your honorable body so little interest was 
manifetted in tho matter by some of the 
aldermen that a quorum was not preaont ; 

" That your petitioners further hua)bly 
submit that aomo of the amendmcnta are 
novel and have a far reaching tfleot ; aome 
of them interfering with tho liberty of tho 
Individual, »nd some In r«strain> of enter 
prise and trade ; that too great powers are 
attempted to bo obtained, and they there- 
fore suggest that most careful icrutiuy 
should be given to the possible results of 
such legislation before passing them into 
law. " 

This petition, Mr. Rithot continued, 
clearly shows that the ratepayers presenting 
it have not much oonfidonoe in the actions 
of their city council in auking the charter 
amendments complained of. He had before 
him another petition signed by H. Abbott 
and others, which was in somewhat similar 
language, as shown by passages which he 
read. 

Mk, Cotton — Those statemsnta are 

denied. 

Mr Rithet continued that the gentle- 
men pstitioning are ratop*yerB sorely, and 
th» inoldont certainly ahowa that there is a 
difTerenoe of opinion between many of tho 
ratepayers and tho council. Ho had 
<iuotod from theas petitiona to ahow that if 
thoro ia any need at all for giving tliuot to 
thia bill, it is more felt in Vancouver than 
in Victoria. Ho thought, aa he eaid yester- 
day, that tho bin will need some changes, 
but ho saw no roaaon why tho principle of 
it should not become law. 

Mil Kennedv objected to tho bill being 
applied to tho city of New Weutmlnater. 
While thoro rcoanlly, ho aald, he hud con- 
vor»od with many people, including tho 
worat oranka in tho pluoj, and they did not 
want it. They know what they were talk- 
ing about, as he had aont them copies of the 
bill. Ho ooMaiderod that the votes oast for 
money by-laws do not by any means repre- 
sent the views of the ratepayers as a whole, 
and bp thought that if this bill does become 
law everyone entitled to vote for mayor or 
aldermen should havo a voice In saying 
whether or nob it should be put into efTect. 

Mk. Booth recalled the faot that it ia not 
in thia province alone that oomplaintB of 
municipal mismanagement are made, nor 
ovon only in Canada, for they are hoard 
from every part of the world. The failure, 
however, ia in the executive department, 
and therefore it might bo well to confine the 
control of tho commissioners to that branch 
of tho muniolpal buaineaa. 

Mk. Kidd admitted that municipal gov- 
ornmont has boon a partial failure, but hn 
would coolino to Victoria tho appliuition cf 
thia atloript at a rsmody. 

Afte. fuftiior disoueaion the amondmcnb 
wan put and loat on division. Another 
amandnisnt to oxompt Wentminater ond 
Vancouver from tho operation of tho act waa 
proposed hy Mr. McPhereon and lost. 

AIk Kitchen moved an amendinont pro- 
viding that a petition for an election on tho 
matter of putting tho act into cli'dct shall 
tako place only upon petition aigncil 'oy 
twenty per cant, of the poraona entillod to 
vote for mayor and aldormen, instead of by 
.00 persona entitled te vote on money by- 
laws au proposed.' Lost, after long diooua- 
aion. 

Mr. McGreoor moved to substitut? 1.0 
par cant, of the persons entitled to votfa on 
each by-laws, and this suggestion being 
agreed to by Hon. Mr. Davie, was adopted. 

The oommittee rose and reported pre 
gi (iis, and at 6 p.m. the house adj jurned.

Turkey la a Country That Slioulil He 
Meniliul i>r Knilud. 

Tho true test of tho iirogress of a peo- 
ple is its treatment of women. Ey that 
standard it rises or sinks in tho scale of 
civilization. Judged by this test.ueither 
Chlaa nor Turkey deserves to he treated 
with at all as ;i civilized nation. Shall 
Christian couiitrics receive tho ministers 
of tho heatiienTurk and go through tho 
form of treating with him diplomatical- 
ly and according him tho rights and 
courtesies sliuwn to enlightened nations, 
when tho custenis of savago tribes are 
in some instaiu t s an improvement on 
tho way the Turk uses lieipless women? 
That is a question it would not take 
long to answer if Christian women 
themselves were not dumb creatures in 
tho eyes of tho law, denied expression 
in tho only tiuarters in which ronion- 
stranco with tlio Turk would bo effect- 
ive. It is a fact today that bestial 
Turks follow with thoir eyes the steps of 
growth and dovolnpment of beautiful 
Armenian girls. When thoy roai'ih woiu- 
anliood, the bestial Turk makes no 
more ado about seizing a baautiful 
maiden and carrying her oS' to his 
harem, than ho would of capturing a 
wild animal that had pleased his fancy. 
Aniii niaii girls are subj(^cted to brutali- 
ties that those who havo knowledge of 
dare not put into print. Thoso things go 
on year after year. Tho girls aro forced 
to emlirace tlie Moliammedan faith in 
all cases. I^eatli would indeed bo pref- 
erablo to tho outrriges to which they 
aro subjected, but their cruel captors do 
not want them to die. Gucliz.ar, tho 
Armenian maiden carried off five years 
ago by tho notorious Monssa Bey, is a 
case in point She was forced to pro- 
tend to omijraco Mohammedanism, but 
througii tho direst persecution she 
maintained her refusal to bu added to 
his harem. Her Christian mother 
brought the attention of European na- 
tions to tho matter. Tlio sultan was 
forced to produce tho girl. A mooting 
was arranged in presence of foreign 
diplomats aud agents, so that Gni lizar 
might signify her acceptance of Moliain- 
modanism. But to tlie surprise of all 
sho denounced Mohammedanism and its 
brutal adherents in tho strongest lan- 
guage. The Tnrkisli government did not 
dare behoad her, but to this day she is 
imprisoned away from her famiy. How 
long will Christian fathers permit theso 
things to continue? If it were sons in- 
stead of dau^'hter8 that wore carried off 
into cruel .'slavery, vengeance would de- 
scend quickly. 

It is a matter of groat satisfaction to 
think that Joseph H. Choate, who de- 
feated woman's suffrage in the New 
York constitutional convention, lost the 
Republican nomination for goveriinr nut 
long afterwaril. Tlie women liad siuin'- 
thiug to do with his defeat too. Maybe 
ho will know more next time. 

Mr. W. S. Capellar has published a 
woman's (Hlition of liis paper, the Miins- 
lield (O.) Daily News. Tho proceeds of 
tho entire sale of the day wero gener- 
ously donated by Mr. Capellar to the 
working girls and women of Mansfield 
unless the members of tho Woman's 
league, in whoso hands tho funds wer(s 
placed, have Komo other disposition of 
tho money that tliey prefer to make. 
Mr. Cajiellar stipulated that in every 
portion of the paper, except tho tele- 
graph department, the editing should 
bo done by the ladies. Not only tliat, 
but ho placed tlio entire sale of 
tho paper in tho-women's hands aud 
devolved on them tho task of getting 
all the advertisements. It was un- 
derstood theso would lie extra largo and 
valuable, how large and how valuable 
depended on tho exertion t.lie women 
themselves made. The proposition was 
accepted, and tho ladies chose the fol- 
lowing editorial staff for tho women's 
edition of tho Dlansfiold News: Mrs. J. 
L. Ilott, Dr. Mary Finley, Mrs. H. M. 
Weaver, Mrs. George Mitchell, Mrs. W.

With regard to the opium ■■ueation, though 
tho council had, he cunBideiL-d, uotid within 
ila right, it waa hardly prudent to have 
taken up the mutter afior tho board ot ita 
Cluarterly u\eeting bad practically declined 
to do ao, Mr. Gregory had not shown that 
the council had uciod outaido of its rights. 

Mr. Futoher did not see how the powers 
of the council could be curtailed. 

Mr. Grcjiory in .doting tlie diacuHflioc 
I Old from tho constitution of tho bout<l to 
■show that tnn council wore only j.;iv(-'n 
power to final with mutterc aaaigned tlicm, 
uulcBs by r ;, -luw. Tno board hud not dele- 
gited »r ;, jjowera by by lav/, consEciuently 
the couiicil A'ua not poaaessed of the powers 
which coins members of tho buard attrib 
uted to it. 

Mr. Souife thought that aa Mr. Gregory 
had given lua opinion as a lawyer the quea 
tlon should bo loohed into carefully. 

Mr. (irepory'H reaolution was curried and 
the mover, J H. Todd, tJ L^iaer, T. K 
Hall, U. D Mason, and E V. HudwoU were 
named the committee. 

Mr. Templeman moved that the proceed 
inga of meotinga of this board and of ite 
council, of a public character, should be 
fully and fairly reported by the .preai, and 
for that purpose representatives of the 
newspapers shall in future be admitted to 
all meetings of either body. 

The mover stated that though u report of 
onemeetiDgof the council was given to the 
press, information regardine the opium 
ijUOBtion at the accond inenting had been re- 
fused. The board waa a public inetitution 
and it waa in the interoata of everyone that 
ita procecdicga ba reported. Mutture might 
come up at a mooting Tfhiuh it would be 
better to keep private aa occurred some- 
timea in all public bodies, but in auob a caae 
the wish of the council would be respected 
by the proBs.

Booth and party arrived on tho uooa train. 
Ueopito the deep snow a repreaontutivo 
gathering o"i oiti^sns greeted the distln- 
guishsd vie:tor, \tho appeared pleased with 
the cordiality of • hia weloome. Out of re- 
gard to lbs 'known faoo that tho General is 
worn oat from wcrh and want of rest no ad- 
dress or set greotiuga were indulged in at 
tho depot, and tho General drove direct to 
the rcsideuco of Dr. MoKechnle, where he 
took luifch, and after a two hoars' rest pro- 
ceeded to the 'Holineaa meeting la the Army 
barracics. 

After fireliminary exercises by Col. Law- 
ley and others. General Booth oommenoed 
his address to a large congregation in the 
Silvation barracks this afternoon. His 
opening remarks were that be iiad bven tied 
too clooely to progiammes arranged for 
him and would on this occasion depart from 
it. Ho then took his text from Hebrews 
s'ii V. 2S, " Wherefore E« is able to 
Huvo them to the uttermost that oome unto 
God liy Him, seeing He over liveth to make 
intcrcoasiou ' -r them." The question of 
Bulvition was appreciated by all who had a 
gruBp of the great Cnristian doctrlnoa. This 
made it very necossary, not only for 
Chriaiiana to have very clear ideaa of what 
aolvation means, but oon Chriatiana must 
bo given intelligible information on tho 
same aubjeot. Tho remainder of the 
General's addreaa consistod in explaining 
tho Salvation Army ideas of being saved — 
how it was to be'dooa and the roaulta. 

In the evening the General addressed a 
public meeting on " The Army and its 
social work." 



9HBLT£B DEPOT. 

/Commander Bootb Sets Forth a Scheme For 
Stariiae a ^ell Equipped Katab- 
Usbment In Victoria. 

Commandant Booth with Adjutant Archi- 
bald and ecveral other Salvation Army 
offioera met tha ilayor and a number of 
aldermen and oitizena at the city hall laat 
night and laid before them a scheme for 
atirting a food and shelter depot in this 
oily. Among the gentlemen present were 
Aid. Dwyer, Humphrey and Vigeliua, 
Messra. Charles Hayward.j William Wilaon, 
A. Wilson, •Bone, Rev. 8. Cleaver, N. 
Shakespeare, MoFeeley, Pearson, J. J. 
Austin, Cuthbert and Hamber. 

The Mayor remarked that In all prob. 
ability some help would be required by the 
needy of the city this winter, and it hdd 
been thought by many ili kt it would bo ud- 
viaable to uuk the uasietuiico of tho Salvuli(,n 
Army to got up a food and shullor d('[)ot. 
He hud no doul.'t that with the ustiutunco of a 
genoroua public und tho help thut iho in- 
condcg CDuncil ivouid no doubt bi3 willing 
to give, tho prr.ject « ould h\i Buccesiful. Ho 
road comniuuicutioiia trom ae'.'crul cItiz iDS 
to tho Gomniaridant Buggi'O'uiug ihit a por- 
tion of the ty mai ket be usca for tho pur- 
poBo. 

Commandant Booth, with tho aid f f a 
plan, eiplainod thut it waa propoEcd to ueo 
two stores at tho lower end of tho market 
which could b3 turned Into a reading room 
and food dopot, with lavatory. IJohiud 
1 h "SO part of tho market would bo petitioned 
otf for a wood yard in which to give work so 
that men receiving asalstanco could fuel that 
they were helping to support tho shelter 
Then a portion of the upper tl)or over 
might be utilized aa quarters for the otiioors 
in charge and another room would be uaed as a 
bunk room and bath room for fifty men. 
All this would oost, roachly speaking, 
$1,600. He did not think thit outside the 
Army this could be done for that sum. The 
iclluenoe of tho Silvation Army waa for 
good ; they not only helped tho poor, but 
Molped to lift) them out of their poverty. 
Ho was quite sure that the shelter would be 
self supporting. It had been so in other 
placea. 

Mr. Huraber foaro I that tho aboltor 
wculd have tho effect of attracting the poor 
from other citica and questioned whether 
there was onough poverty hero to warrant 
tho departure. 

Mr. A. Wilaoi: contended that there were 
many caaea of destitution in this city that 
noedod looking after. 

Commandant Booth went on to oxplniD 
that tho aholtor waa fur better than giving 
ordinary charity, for it not only liolpod, but 
made a man work in return for tho relief 
ho received. Aa had been the ex])orienoo 
olsewhore ho waa convinced tho aholtor 
would provo aolf supporting. 

Mr. Humber did not think tho market 
building waa aultablo, and auggostcd that 
tho old church bo secured. 

" O, you'll never get those fellows into a 
uhuroh," loplied the Commandant, Ho con 
tinned that tlie in&uenco of tho Salvation 
Army waB dollara and centa to a city, and 
even in London this was being recognized. 

Mr. Hnmber remarked that he thought 
what was contemplated was a regular first- 
class oofi'ee house aoheme run by all tho 
ohurohei, not a obeap ooncera run by tho 
Army. 

It was explained by the Mayor amid 
laughter that Mr. Humber had oome to tha 



wrong meeting. Tho cjffeo house sohomo 
waa olaowhere. 

Commandant Booth explained that In 
Loudon they fed 25.000 people each day 
and sheltered 5,000 at night, and all this at 
a coat above/jw!hat was received at' tho coun- 
ter of only, £4,000. The moat wondoiful 
thirg was that tbeyiba'd at ithe sumo time 
paid jCS.COO in taxea'ahd rents. If tho Army 
hud charge of tho poor houses they would 
not coat tl.u i -.'.i-payors one oent. 

Aid D.vyer thought this scheme would 
lighten tho burden on tho olty and would 
help tho poor far better than could be done 
in any othor way. 

Mr. N. Shakesoeare was of opinion that 
tho tramp class from other cities would 
not come bore when they found that they 
bad to work for whatever they got. 

Tho Comm»indant said that he did 
not believe in going into debt to 
start this ahoUor no matter buw desirable. 
If a number of iLlluential men wore to glvo 
it their moral support porhapa tho people 
might bo induced to contribute. 

Aid. Eamphroy thought that tho oouncll 
would got a Rrout deal more bontfib by giv- 
ing the army §1,000 thau by spouding it like 
last year in helping the poor, when only 
about half value waa received for tho 
money. Ho did not know, however, 
whether or not the market cmild be pro- 
cured. 

Tho Mayor did not think the preaent 
council (jould take hold of the mutter, aa tho 
olfc.ioua wore ao near. They might put it 
'l-afore the new council. 

Talking about the management of the 
propoBod aheltor, Conimunduni. Booth aaid 
tho Army muat have full control. Ho was 
prepared to enter into an agreetnont with 
tho oity th.it, subjpc. to oertain conditions, 
the place should bo rented to the Army. If 
the oonditions were not carried eut then the 
city could take it back. 

It was explained by the Mayor that only 
a parti of the bnildieg was proposed to be 
uaed, and it ooald be completely cub o? 
from the rest by partiriona. 

After farther dieoBssion Mr. Wm. Wilaon 
suggested starting a suhsoriptioo list, and 
tho suggestion was aoted on at onoe with 
good resalte. 

Mr. A. Wilson 'Cioved, seconded, by Mr 
Shakespeare: " That in the opinion of this 
meeting it is desirable that the present city 
council should reconimend to the incoming 
council the necessity of adopting a lehem 
for tho relief of tho poor and of establishing 
a food depot v.nt'flr tlie direction of tho Sal 
vation Army, and that a portion of the pros 
ent market building be set apart for thii 
purpose ; and that it be further reoommeDd 
od tiiiLt tho coBnoII-graot a sum in aid of the 
said depot." 

Thii) wiiH unanimously adopted, tho gen 
eral feeling being that the citizens would 
respond generously to tho call for help.

Commandant Booth Tells What the Army 
lias AoeompIIabed in Canada CInce 
Hla Visit to Victoria. 

•• The social work of the Salvation Army 
has advanced wonderfully in Canada since I 
was in Vicoria eight months ago," said Com- 
mandant Booth laat night. " On the in- 
dustrial farm, started not far from Toronto, 
there are twenty'fivo poor men employed. 
There are 1200 acres In the farm.'fifty acres 
of which aro used aa a market garden. 
Then there are ."OO hogs, .jli head of cattle 
and large numbers of poultry wlthiocubatora 
and brondera from which we expect to 
raise 8,000 docks by the spring. Then tho 
Army haa opened a food and shelter depot 
in London and a barracks costing 512;000. 
At Fredoricton, Now Brunawiok, another 
barracks haa also been erected at u cost of 
$5,000. 

"For use upon the Canadian lakes v/e 
have the ataamer Wm. Booth, used ub a 
moans of oommnnicitiou between over 80 
corps distributed at different points. 
And tho boat of it is aho 
tiaa net ;oat us one cent for coal 
aa Bomoono haa always presented it to ua. 
It is intended to procure a launch in British 
Columbia for work among the Indiana on 
iho coast. Tho Indians have already asked 
for U9 to take up the wo;k 

" Then there are outriders in the moun- 
talc districts for tho work there. 
A rescue home in Ottawa and a priaon 
galo home are among tho thioga aecom- 
pliahod in the past eight months, and I 
might mention that tho amount obtained 
from the self-denial week is Ja.OOO In excess 
of laat yeor." 

Commandant Booth and Adjutant Archi- 
bald left this morning for Vancouver, whero 
they will join General Bioth. The Com- 
mandant could not go to ^lanaImo with hia 
father, as he was detained by work in Vic. 
toria. 

V^ictiihia'h proposed coffee houao wua dia- 
cuBn d from every standpoint at a fairly al- 
Londcd'oieotiDt; of thoao iutcrcatod, in tho 
'IViTiporunco hull lust evening. Rev. 1'. 
.McF. iMuclond proaided, and there were 
present Rev. VV. L. Clay, Rev. Mr. Knox, 
Rev. Solomon .Cleaver and Rev. M. Bald- 
win. These with others gave their views, 
• nd made some good auggeationa aa to the 
bisie on whioh a public refreahtnent instil u- 
tion could be sacDeaafully operated. Dr. 
Lewis Hull and Mr. Pierson also epoke, the 
latter giving some valuable advieo which 
was much appreciated. All were in favor 
of the coffee house, and the following roao- 
lution, moved by Dr. Lewis Hall, waa 
carried unanimously before tho meeting ad- 
journed : " That this meeting highly ap 
proveo of tho propoaal to ostabliah coffee 
houses in this ci'y ou the linen put before 
us and pledges its hearty nympathy and 
mpport towards carrying out tho object in 
view." An effort will bo niado to incorpor- 
uio u joint stock conipuny, wiih cii[iitnl in 
f,') aharea of §10,000, It having boL'n (ieeidod 
that it will bo uecoaaury to aecuro hulf of 
this capital bnforo any further steps uro 
taken, lubscription liata will ho imnicdiutoly 
placed hoforn the public. As to tho prin- 
ciple on which this scheme is to be curried 
out it might be stated that the great object 
to bo attained la to satisfy hunger and 
thirst at the actual cost of refreshments.
